The statistics only refer to meat brought here already 
prepared, but the importation to this country of live 
animals has also much increased.

risen to 43 lb.; the average of the next five years was 
45 lb. per head; and finally, in 1906, the latest record, 
we received 47lb. of meat per head of our population 
from abroad.
